Baked Oatmeal. 


Many find this cereal too "heating," 


while otheia depend on H as a "stand- 
by" for a breakfast food. 
This cereal 


must be thoroughly cooked to be di- 
gestible, one of the best Is as follows: 
The day before It Is to be served, stir 
a pint of oatmeal with one teaspoontut 
of salt into two ciuarjs of 
boiling 


water. 
Boll five minutes; then turn 


Into a buttered earthen dish and cover. 
Set the dish In a pan of boiling water, 
place in u moderate oven and bake 
for two houis. 
Then in the morning 


again put the dish in the oven, in a 
pan of boiling water and cook half an 
hour. 
And it is ready to serve.

A nice change from the plain cereal 


mush. 
Make in the usual way, using 


milk instead of water, and about four 
minutes before removing from the flro 
stir in two well-beaten eggs. 
Serve 


with sugar and cream or with stewed 
fruit.

Warm a cup of cooked cereal mush 


with a tablespoonful of milk; add one 
egg yolk, well beaten; season with a 
pinch of salt, stir in two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped dates and as soon as 
the mixture Is coor enough, form Into 
small cylinders or oval-shaped 
cro- 


quettes; dip in beaten egg. crumb and 
fry. 
With a little crisp bacon these 


make a nice breafffast dish or may 
be used with a fruit sauce for dassert.

The capon industry at Cropsey dtill 


thrives, although there is a goocL 
deal of attention paid to the business 
at Roberts and some at Falrbury. One 
feature of the industry is the increased 
price which the raiser of the fowls 
ret, the common price on the place 
being $1.50 and in Chicago $2.50. 
One 


man capon Izes 6,000 fowls between the 
month of October and February, when 
hey are put on the market 
Philadel- 


>hla is the best market for capons, 
hey being in great demand at Hotels, 
'armers about Cropsey and Fafrbury 
also from 20 to 100 capons each and 
he demand appears to be unlimited. 
The dressing of these chickens is an 
.rt by itself 
They are hung up by 


he feet and their throat cut so they 
vlll bleed to death, and the picking Is 
one before they get cold enough to 
et the feathers, no water being used. 
The manner of picking is peculiar, 
eathers being left on a third of the 
eg, half of the wing, the tail and those 
over tha craw, so the bird may be laid 
in such a position that it will appear 
not to have been plucked at all. Not 


everyone understands that the capon fs 
the result of using th* knife and capons 
are not a breed, and this was illustrat- 
eu recently by a letter to one of too 
capon raisers where a McLean county 
woman said that she was having poor 
success In raising fowls and would be 
obliged if the breeder would send her 
a dozen eggs of the capon In order that 
she might try to raise that breed.

Congressmen's Salaries. 


The salary question, which constant- 


ly aggravates UJPU of both branches 
of congress, who do not possess pri- 
vate fortunes, is discussed considerably 
at the Capitol this winter, notwith- 
standing the fact that there is no im- 
mediate possibility of legislation re- 
garding it.. 
It Is true that $5,000 a 


year is much more than a majority of 
those men could make in private life, 
but there are scores of expenses inci- 
dent to service; in congress as well as 
to an election which scale down the 
net revenue and very often swallow 
it up entirely. 
There are some who 


advocate the cutting off of all per- 
quisites and the payment of a flat sal- 
ary of $7,500 a year, leaving the mem- 
ber or senator to buy hid own station- 
ery, for which there is now an annual 
allowance of $125-, and to pay for his 
own clerk, for which there is an allow- 
ance of $100 a month; also to deprive 
him of the mileage, which amounts to 
ten cents a mile each way for each 
session. 
There is some philosophy in 


the1 argument, for most men get to 
and from the Capitol without large 
outlay in coin or the waste of much 
time. 
Accordingly, the compensation 


as to mileage is unfair, as the states- 
man who lives In Maryland or Virgin- 
ia, for example, lecelve only a meagre 
stipend on that account, whereas the 
statesmen from the Rocky Mountain 
region receive over $400. But the time 
is far distant when congress will ever 
dare tq attempt even an adjustment 
of the salaries of its own members, 
fen- $5,000 a year looks like a vecy large 
sum to most of the American citizens 
who vote men into office or out of it.— 
Washington Post.

Members of the Grocers' Association 
take exceptions to statements made 
by the bakeis before the committee 
meeting on Wednesday evening in re- 
lation to the proposed ordinance re- 
garding bread. It Is claimed by some 
of the bakers that the grocers are try- 
ing to regulate the price of the bread, 
but this is emphatically denied by the 
grocers. Speuking for the association 
Henry Schlie says: 


"We are In no way trying to regulate 
the price of bread. The bakers can do 
that for themselves. 
What we ar» 


asking for is a loaf of bread of uni- 
form size. This is of particular inter- 
est to the consumer, In fact of more 
interest to him than any one else. It 
Is also complained that the fluctuating 
price of Hour makes it inadvisable to 
fix a stated price for bread. We don't 
understand why the bakers can't make 
the price In actonl.mce with this fluc- 
tuation. It Is not HO great or so fre- 
quent an to seriously Interfere, but as 
stated the price Is not what we want 
to regulate. At the present time the 
»lx»! of the loaf varies all tho way from 
ten to twenty ounces. We want an 
ordinance that will fix the sixe of the 
loaf at a stated u eight and the price 
can be made to suit."
